REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Here, the prior art, for example US Patents 6,519,571 to Guheen, 5,909, 673 to Gregory 
and CA 2098329 to De Lapa, does not teach alone or in combination a method of and a system 
for concurrently displaying on a screen at least two brand-related trade or service marks as an 
alternate activation mechanisms to print a shopping list displayed thereon , receiving an indication 
that at least one of the two concurrently displayed marks has been used to activate printing of the 
displayed shopping list, tracking and storing in a memory of the computer system a number of 
times each of the at least two concurrently displayed marks has been selected to activate printing of 
the shopping list, comparing the stored number of times each of the at least two 
concurrently displayed marks has been selected relative to each other and outputting the result of 
the comparing step on the computer system to an operator. Therefore, claims 1 -3. 5-20, 22-3 7, 39-42. 44- 
47,49-52.54-57 and 59-62 are said to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

Indeed, De Lapa in CA 2098329 discloses a system that displays a coupon package or a 
plurality of coupons on a computer screen to an identifying consumer. The system includes 
identifying the consumer, I81BBBB a packet of coupons for the identified consumer, transmitting 
the packet to the consumer, identifying which coupons in the packet the consumer uses and 
ISffiTBBI another packet of coupons for that consumer, with at least one coupon selected as a 
function of the coupons the consumer used. Other consumption related information pertaining to 
the consumer may be combined with the history of coupon use in order to select coupons to 
transmit to the consumer. This additional information may be obtained by a telephone interview 
with the consumer or by the consumer completing a survey of questions. 
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Further, USP 6,519,571 to Guheen discloses, inter alia, a system that allows users to print 
displayed maps by one click. 

Additionally, USP 5,909,673 to Gregory discloses a central server at a home office 
connected to remote processing stations at multiple remote sites such as convenience stores. The 
remote processing station is used to create and print various financial instruments, which include 
money orders, payroll checks, vendor drafts, and gift certificates. The financial instruments- are 
printed on blank paper using MICR toner in a standard laser printer, thereby eliminating the need 
for preprinted forms. Transaction logs are maintained and conmiunicated to the central server 
where records for all locations are maintained. The central server also authorized payroll checks 
for the employees of the remote locations and sends authorization to the locations where the 
actual payroll checks are printed. Moreover, the system can be used to create and distribute site- 
specific coupons to remote locations. A general coupon template is loaded onto the central server 
of the data processing system along with site-specific information to be printed on each coupon. 
A particular remote processing station at a remote site can call in to the central server and 
download the general coupon template and the site-specific information for that particular site. 
The remote processing station then combines the template with the site-specific information and 
prints the site-specific coupon.
